“DESPITE HIS YOUTH.” 
Small as the influence of this humble department 


of the W. G. N. may be upon our readers, we are 


often reminded for our own good that there is 
one place where it is not only mall bat non- 
We refer, of course, to the loca] room 
and for a late incident we cite the interesting story 
of Raymond Moseley. Raymond, whose habitual 
activities were not precisely in keeping with his 
name, having fille? up with moonshine, tried to 
rob a saloon and succeeded in killing two men and 
wounding five others, one of whom is expected to 
die. In consequence, our reporter writes, Raymond 
now “faces almost certain electrocution despite 
his youth.” 

Raymond’s youth is 23. That is, he is old enough 
to receive the most important politica] privilege 
in the gift of the nation: he can vote. He can enter 
into contracts, including the marriage contract. He 
can be drafted to serve the nation in war. He is 
the average age of the graduates of the great 
universities. He is old enough to be eligible to 
most local public offices. He would have been eli- 
gible to election to the Illinois house of repre 
sentatives and in three years to the national house 
of representatives. 

Just where are we getting with this fashionable 
idea that youth ought to have a sort of immunity 
or special privilege in crime? What is a youth 
and why? When does a youth become criminally 
responsible? At bis majority, or at 40, or at 90? 
If an individual is not a youth in the civil law, 
how long does he remain a youth fin the criminal 
law? Wiliam Pitt was a year younger than the 
youth Moseley when Pitt entered pariiament. He 
was only one year older than Moseley when he 
Deeame chancellor of the exchequer and leader of 
the house of commons. He was only two years 
older when he became prime minister. Pitt was 
an unusual youth, unusually favored, but if Mose 
ley is a youth Pitt was a youth when he was head 
of the government of the most powerful nation 
on earth.

On Trial as Robber Who 
Slew Drug Clerk. 


Russell T. Scott, the dapper 32-year- 
olf Chicagoan who once hedded an ex- 
tensive sales corporation with elab- 
orate offices in Toronto, Ont., began his 
fight yesterday to defeat the gallows. 
The state is attempting to convict him 
as the murderer of a Chicago drug 
clerk. 

Two years ago Scott sat behind a 
mahogany desk in his Canadian offices 
and directed the work of two score 
high pressure salesmen. The company, 
with branches in a dozen American 
cities, was reported to be doing a 330, 
000,000 business, although rated as a 
bubble by conservative concerns. 

Then a breach of promise euit for 
$50,000 was filed against Scott, who al- 
ready had a wife in the United States. 
He fled across the border and the com- 
pany went into the hands of a re- 
ceiver. 

Turned to Crime, Charge. 

Seott drifted into second rate vaude- 
ville. Finally, frantic for funds, he 
bought a revolver, the state charges, 
and, assisted by his brother, Robert S. 
Scott, went out on a tour of crime. 
Twenty-five robberies were committed 
in a space of two weeks. 

So yesterday Scott sat at the de- 
tendant's table in Judge Thomas J. 
Lynch's courtroom and heard Assist- 
ant State’s Attorney William W. 
Smith tell a jury: The defendant is 
guilty of a most atrocious crime, for 
which the state will demand the death 
penalty.” 

Seott is being tried for the murder 
of Joseph Maurer, a 19-year-old drug 


clerk. Maurer, it is charged, was shot 


to death by Scott while he and his 

brother were attempting to rob the 

City Hall pharmacy at La Salle and 

Washington streets. Maurer resisted 

and was shot three times in the back. 
Tells of Robber Raid. 

“The evidence will show that Mau- 
rer was a young boy working his way 
through high school and helping to 
provide for his family.“ Mr. Smith said 
in his opening statement. 

“The evidence will also show that the 
Scott brothers entered the store, drove 
four customers into a basement, 
robbed them, and began to ransack the 
store.” 

Prosecutor Smith is being assisted by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Bert A. 
Crosson.

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MOON MULLINS—LOOKING OUT FOR HIMSELF ° 
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NOW IT’S THE BAMBOO 
PARTRIDGE. 

HE west is always slipping some 
new game bird to its hunters. 
For example, the state of Wash- 
ington is experimenting with the 

bamboo partridge. It’s an imported 

tird, coming from Asiatic countries, 


experiments that they are conducting 
with this foreign partridge. 

The boo is said to be like the 
Hungarian partridge, which Illinois 
hunters have yet to take a crack at, 
as to date the laws have not permitted 
gunners to open up on them. How- 
ever, the bamboo is a larger bird than 
the Hungarian and bigger than a quail, 
but somewhat smaller than a native 
grouse. It’s prolific, fast on the wing, 
and a good table bird; according to re- 
ports. Thus far about a thousand of 
the new birds have been liberated in 
the state of Washington. Northern 
China contributed the last bunch that 
was received in this country. 
Washington's experiments with the 
bemboo partridge call the fact that 
it was this state, along with Oregon, 
which first experimented with pheas- 
ants. With the bamboo partridge on 
deck, a roll call ef game birds intro- 
duced into America reads something 
like this: Hungarian partridges from 
(zecho-Slovakia, bamboo partridges 
from Asia, ringneck pheasants orig- 
inally from Asia, quail from Mexico, 
and a species of wild turkey from Cen- 
tral America.
